The Chamber of Commerce Reply. 

Tbo question lias bucsn asked what 
haB Governor Seymour written orsuid 
disparagingly of Vicioria, that he 
should morit tho hartsli terms recently 
applied to him ? Let all sueh enquir- 
ers invest fifty cents in tho purchase 
of tho abk», elaborate, and carefully 
compiled reply published by tho Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and ho will not 
only find the question clearly an- 
swered, but ho will moreover ascertain 
by tho production ol facts and figures 
boyond refutation, tho extent of th 
reliance that can be BOmetimos placed 
even upon tho official despatches ol so 
high a dignitary as a Colonial Gover- 
nor. We regret under existing cir- 
cumstances tho necessity that calls lor 
such an expose ; bat the Chamborfolt 
in duty bound to cluar ilself'oi the im- 
putations east upon tho honor and 
veracity of its members, as well as to 
protect tho interests ol the Inland ; 
and in roplying to some of the asser- 
tions of Governor Sojmour, it is credi- 
tablo to tho UoininiHwo of tho Cham- 
ber who framed the rejoiner, that ii 
has adhered to the intention expressed 
in tho preamble of confining tho re- 
port to a ' 4 clear, business-liko state- 
ment ol facts, and avoiding tho uso ot 
any expressions which miyht tend to 
increase the irritation which tho tone 
of tbo despatch of March, 'Go, is so cal- 
culated to provoke " After express- 
ing its regret that Governor Seymour 
did not scruple to broadly aoeuso the 
Chamber of Commerce of looseness 
ana carelessness in dealing with facts 
and a deviation from tho strict paths 
of truth, tho reply proceeds to justify 
the bona Jidcs of tho original report is- 
sued by the Chan.ber on tho Union 
question, and to provo tho partial 
spirit with which it hud boon dealt by 
Mr. Seymour by taking tho despatch 
and report sido by si do and exposing 
the fallacies of the former by justify- 
ing the statements of tho latter. The 
first point raised is in regard to the 
harbors of Victoria and R-quimalt, 
and tho reply shows clearly that both 
by local enactments and mercantile 
Usage tho ireo port of Victoria had 
always boon held to ombraco tho har- 
bors of Victoria and E-quimalt. Tbo 
Chamber so coupled them togother 
and spoke of them as ono port; the 
committee, therefore, could only sec 
in tho fact of Mr. Seymour elimina- 
ting EHquimalt, and thon seeking to 
attribute to them an intention of in- 
vesting Victoria Harbor with capa. 
cities which it is known not to possess, 
a stretch of hostile criticism hardly to 
bo looked for in an official document 
purporting to emanate from nn im 
partial authority," Eeturns are here 
furnished of the shipping, and import 
and export trade, lor several years past 
of Victoria, to show that tho harbor 
had been thus far and still was equal to 
the demands of commerce on its capa- 
city, also returns of vessels that have 
discharged at Bsquimalt, and tho 
relative merits of tho two harbors are 
thon gono into in detail. Jt is shown 
that Mr. Seymour onii to1 portions 
of Capl. .Richards' notice of Victoria 
harbor that tended to qtu lify his ill- 
natured reflections of its utter incapa 
city for sea-going vessels. Of sliip.- 
of ihatdcscilption in but two cases had 
any claim" boon made on the under- 
writers lor damage sustained in the 
harbor, viz : the Sea Snake and 
Envoy, in tho former ca-^e from at 
tempting to enter without a pilot; and 
tho whole of the ships drawing from 
8 to 17 feet of water that had entered 
tho harbor betwoen tho years L8G2-5 
numbering <i 903 vossels, reprosonting 
a tonnage of 728,:J11 tone, discharged 
their cargoes eaioly on the wharves.
